‘Aiding the Enemy’ 


Guardsman accused of bid 
to help al Qaeda terrorists 

FORT LEWIS, WASH. I ANational Guardsman 
was arrested Thursday and accused of try- 
ing to provide information to the al Qaeda 
terrorist network, the Army said. 

Spc. Ryan G. Anderson was being held 
at Fort Lewis “pending criminal charges of 
aiding the enemy by wrongfully attempt- 
ing to communicate and give intelligence to 
the al Qaeda terrorist network,” said Army 
Lt. Col. Stephen Barger. Anderson, 26, will 
remain at the base near Tacoma. 

Barger declined to give any details on 


the arrest, including what information 
allegedly was given to al Qaeda or how it 
was provided. 

NBC News reported that Anderson was 
caught as part of a sting operation conduct- 
ed by the Army, the Justice Department and 
the FBI. 

Anderson converted to Islam five years 
ago and studied military history with an 
emphasis on the Middle East while attend- 
ing Washington State University, the Everett 
Herald reported. 

Anderson is a tank crew member from 
the National Guard’s 81st Armor Brigade, a 
4,000 -member unit set to depart for Iraq for

A Human Cloning Backlash 


S. Korean stem eell 
breakthrough prompts 
ealls for prohibition 

SEATTLE I In a clash of politics and 
science, the first successful cloning of 
a human embryo — and the extrac- 
tion of stem cells from it — has ignit- 
ed new calls for a ban on all forms of 
human cloning in the United States. 

The cloning announcement by 
South Korean scientists on Thursday 
prompted members of Congress and 
church leaders to ask for immedi- 
ate legislation. 


The Bush administration favors 
such action and referred reporters 
to a statement by the president call- 
ing for “a comprehensive and effec- 
tive ban.” 

Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
who voted against a bill passed last 
year by the House that called for a 
ban on human cloning, said there 
needs to be legislation that would 
prevent cloning of babies, but permit 
“lifesaving stem cell research to pro- 
ceed under strict ethical guidelines.” 

The South Korean scientists. Woo 
Suk Hwang and Shin Yong Moon, 
said they have already been the tar- 


get of street demonstrations and 
egg-throwing incidents in Seoul 
even though their work is direct- 
ed at treating diseases and not at 
making cloned babies. 

Embryonic stem cells are the 
source of all tissue. Researchers 
believe they can be coaxed to 
grow into heart, brain or nerve 
cells that could be used to renew 
ailing organs. 

Cloned stem cells, in theory, 
would be an exact genetic match 
to the cell donor and would not be 
attacked by the immune system.

Critics of the subpoenas accuse 
the Justice Department of trying 
to intimidate doctors and patients 
involved in the contested type of 
abortion. 

At least six hospitals have been 
targeted by subpoenas, including 
facilities in New York and Michigan 
which said they are weighing how 
to respond. 

Ashcroft said the Justice Depart- 
ment will accept the records in edited 
form, after deleting or masking infor- 


mation that would identify a patient. 

The federal ban seeks to outlaw a 
procedure referred to by critics as 
partial-birth abortion and by medi- 
cal organizations as “intact dilatation 
and extraction” — or D&X. 

During D&X, a fetus’s legs and 
torso are pulled from the uterus 
before its skull is punctured. An 
estimated 2,200 to 5,000 such 
abortions are performed annually 
in the United States, out of 1.3 mil-

U.S. Commander 
Unhurt in Attack 


Witnesses say 2 Iraqis 
killed by U.S. soldiers 
in ensuing gunbattle 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I Insurgents 
launched a bold attack on an Iraqi 
civil defense compound in this vola- 
tile city just as the commander of all 
U.S. forces in the Middle East, Gen. 
John Abizaid, arrived to visit. 

Three explosions ripped through 
an area near the compound and a 
six-minute gunbattle ensued 
Thursday. Abizaid and his party, 
including another senior U.S. Army 
commander, escaped injury. 

But two Iraqis were killed when 
U.S. troops sprayed the area with 
automatic fire, police said. Video 
taken by Associated Press Television 
News showed civilian cars with bul- 
let holes and blood stains. 

One Fallujah man, who 


would not give his name, said the 
Americans fired indiscriminately. 
“This is a crime that Americans are 
doing such things,” he said. 

Abizaid was accompanied by 
Maj. Gen. Charles Swannack, 
commander of the U.S. Army’s 
82nd Airborne 
Division. After the 
gunbattle, Abizaid 
and Swannack can- 
celed plans to walk 
into the city and 
returned to a U.S. 
military base. 

Speaking in Arabic to one mem- 
ber of the Iraqi security force after 
the gunfight, Abizaid asked about 
the attack and was told, “This is 
Fallujah. What do you expect?”

Putin’s remarks about 
Soviet empire likely to 
alarm former republies 

MOSCOW I President Vladimir Putin 
used a campaign speech Thursday 
to decry the demise of the Soviet 
Union in what appeared to be his 
strongest- ever lamentation of the 
collapse of the Soviet empire. 

The breakup of the Soviet Union 
is a “national tragedy on an enor- 
mous scale” from which “only the 
elites and nationalists of the repub- 
lics gained,” Putin said in a national- 
ly televised speech at Moscow State 
University. He has praised aspects 
of the Soviet Union in the past but 
never so robustly. 

The president’s language was 
sure to send a chill through the 
14 other former Soviet repub- 
lics that have been independent 
from Moscow rule for more than a 


decade. In the past and to audiences 
from the former republics, Putin has 
sought to ease fears about Russia 
having designs on rebuilding the 
old empire. 

But on Thursday, he spoke in a 
much stronger tone, appearing to 
play to Russian nationalism. 

“I think that ordinary citizens 
of the former Soviet Union and the 
post-Soviet space gained nothing 
from this,” said Putin, a former 
agent of the Soviet KGB spy agency. 
“On the contrary, people have faced 
a huge number of problems.” 

Putin also said that Russia must 
become a “full-fledged member of 
the world community” and assailed 
those in the West who still have a 
Cold War- era distrust of Russia, 
saying they “can’t get out of the 
freezer.” anneli merman (ap)

Discovery casts doubt 
on country’s openness 
with U.N. inspectors 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I U.N. inspectors 
sifting through Iran’s nuclear files 
have discovered drawings of high- 
tech equipment that can be used 
to make weapons-grade uranium, 
diplomats said Thursday. 

The diplomats said Iran did not 
volunteer the designs, despite pledg- 
ing last year to replace nearly two 
decades of secrecy with full open- 
ness about its nuclear activities. 

The officials, who spoke on the 


condition of anonymity, said the find 
provides a new link to the black mar- 
ket headed by the father of Pakistan’s 
atomic bomb, Abdul Qadeer Khan, 
who confessed last week to supplying 
Libya, Iran and North Korea with 
nuclear technology. 

The officials said the designs 
were of a P-2 centrifuge — more 
advanced than the P-1 model Iran 
has acknowledged using to enrich 
uranium for what it says are peace- 
ful purposes. They emphasized, 
however, that the find did not 
necessarily advance suspicions 
that Tehran was trying to make 
nuclear weapons, (ap)

JERUSALEM I Israel won’t attend 
world court hearings on the West 
Bank separation barrier, saying 
Thursday the judges don’t have the 
authority to rule on this case. 

The decision was made Thursday 
by Prime Minister Ariel Sharon and 
five senior Cabinet ministers. 

Israel won’t remain entirely on 
the sidelines in the closely watched 
case, which begins Feb. 23 at the 
International Court of Justice 
in The Hague, Netherlands. The 
Foreign Ministry is dispatching rep- 
resentatives and hundreds of Israeli 
demonstrators plan to fly in.

Greenspan Urges 
Budget Trade-Offs 


Fed chairman favors 
permanent tax cuts, 
paring entitlements 

WASHINGTON | Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan said 
Thursday that Congress should 
make permanent President Bush’s 
2001 and 2003 tax cuts and cover 
the decade-long $1 trillion price 
by trimming future benefits in 
Social Security and other entitle- 
ment programs. 

Greenspan told the Senate 
Budget Committee that Congress 
should restore budget rules that cap 
discretionary government spend- 
ing and require increases in entitle- 
ment benefits or cuts in taxes, which 
would be offset by other program 
cuts or other tax increases. 


Greenspan said he thinks the 
benefits promised by Social Security 
greatly outweigh the government’s 
ability to pay for them. This and 
other programs need to be re-exam- 
ined, he said, especially given the 
looming wave of Americans near- 
ing retirement age. 

He recommended two items 
for study: linking the retirement 
age to the population’s longer life 
spans and tying annual cost of liv- 
ing benefits in Social Security to a 
less-generous inflation index. 

The budget rules that Greenspan 
favors reinstating expired in late 
2002. He wants those “pay as you 
go” rules to apply to both spend- 
ing and taxes so the deficit does 
not worsen; Bush is recommend- 
ing they cover only spending.

Frank Selvy ’s mother would be 
watching her son play college ball 
for the first time. Selvy’s father was 
there, too, as were two sisters and 
five younger brothers. In all, 65 peo- 
ple drove about seven hours down 
to Greenville, S.C. 

“Since they came all that way to 
see me play, I didn’t want to flop,” 
Selvy said. 

This was no flop. On a rainy 


night 50 years ago, Selvy scored 100 
points in a game, leading Furman 
past Newberry 149-95. He is still 
the only Division I player recog- 
nized by the NCAA ever to hit the 
century mark. 

“I’ve never really been proud of 
it,” said Selvy, 71- “I don’t go around 
bragging about it. And sometimes, I 
am almost embarrassed by it.” 

Even before the opening tip, 
the game was notable — the first 
sports event broadcast live in 
South Carolina. 

At the end of the first quarter, 
Selvy had 24 points on lO-of-13 
shooting. He had only 13 points in 
the second quarter, but teammates 
said Furman coach Lyles Alley had 
already made up his mind. He want- 


ed his star to put on a show in the 
second half, and ordered the team 
to get Selvy the ball. 

Selvy scored 63 points at the end 
of the third quarter. 

In the fourth quarter, Selvy 
scored 37 of Furman’s 40 points. 
The public address announcer 
began screaming his totals 
as the century mark 
got closer. /

PRO BASKETBALL I Over the last few 
months, basketball fans cast more 
than 5 million ballots to determine 
the starting players for the 2004 
NBA All-Star Game. 

But when Kobe Bryant, Allen 
Iverson and the other players they 
selected take the court at Staples 
Center on Sunday evening, it 
appears that few everyday fans 
will be in attendance. 

The NBA controls 80 percent of 
the approximately 18,000 available 
seats and will use them to enter- 
tain sponsors and others with whom 
they do business, said sources who 
insisted on anonymity. 

The remaining 3,700 seats, the 
sources added, were divided among 
the Los Angeles Lakers, Los Angeles 
Clippers and Anschutz Entertainment 
Group, which owns the arena. 

That has left fans scrambling to 
ticket brokers and the eBay Web site, 
where seats listed for $300 to $1,600.

WOMEN’S COLLEGE BASKETBALL | 
There once was a time when the 
Maryland women’s basketball team 
ruled the Atlantic Coast Conference, 
owned a permanent place in the 
national rankings and was regu- 
larly perceived to be a contender 
for the NCAA title. 

Recently, however, there has been 
a 10 -year run of mediocrity. 

But the program is on the 
upswing again thanks to second- 


year coach Brenda Frese. This sea- 
son, the Terrapins (14-8, 6-5) are 11- 
2 at home and stand alone in third 
place in the ACC. 

There’s even talk of getting into 
the NCAA tournament, no small 
feat for a team with four freshmen 
and three sophomores. 

Regardless of how the Terrapins 
complete their turnaround season, 
the future looks bright under Frese, 
hired in April 2002. 


Inheriting a team that lost five 
players to graduation, Frese guid- 
ed the Terps to a 10-18 finish last 
season before hitting the recruiting 
trail with a vengeance. She secured 
high school All-Americans Kalika 
France and Shay Doron, and will 
add four more highly touted recruits 
to the mix next season. 

The Terrapins aren’t quite ready 
to compete with ACC-powers Duke 
and North Carolina, but it certainly 
appears as if Frese is hastening the 
rebuilding process. 


“She’s ahead of schedule,” said 
Maryland athletic director Debbie 
Yow. “No one in their right mind 
would have expected her to come 
in here and, in her first two full 
recruiting classes, sign six high 
school All-Americans. She’s done 
an extraordinary job.” 

The fans on and around the 
campus have started to take notice. 
Five thousand tickets have already 
been sold for the Feb. 22 home game 
against Duke, and Yow expects 
even bigger crowds to materialize 
if Frese can keep the program on

‘50 First Dates’ remembers to be charming 


FILM I Adam Sandler’s new movie 
“50 First Dates” is a romantic 
comedy that has a goofy take on 
the question of predestination: If 
you start out from the same place, 


under the same circumstances, in 
the same state of mind, will your 
day end the same way? 

The movie also has a gigantic 
walrus that sprays vomit. 


That should illustrate the two 
forces at work in this picture. 

Drew Barrymore plays Lucy 
Whitmore, an accident victim 
who, when she goes to sleep, for- 
gets everything that happens to 
her the previous day. 


For Lucy, every day is a Sunday, 
her dad’s birthday, and she freaks 
out when she realizes that more 
than a year has passed since then. 

Of course, she’s OK the next 
day when she awakes, thinking 
it’s Sunday, her dad’s birthday ... 
Then it all starts again. 

Then she meets Henry Roth, 
played by Sandler, a notorious 
womanizer. He desperately wants 
her to remember him, and interferes 
with dad and brother’s scheme to 
humor her condition. 

The jokes come out of the dif- 
ferent ways he has to win her over 
each day. The first time, he used a 
toothpick to make a door for a little 
waffle -house she made while play- 
ing with her breakfast. It charms 
her, and they hit it off. 

The second time, she snarls, “I’m 
sorry, are you from a country where 
it’s OK to put your fingers all over 
someone else’s food?” 

What changed? Nobody knows. 
Sometimes he wins her over, some- 
times he annoys her, and sometimes 
she bashes him with a lacrosse stick. 

In the end, “50 First Dates” is 
really about how one man learns to 
love someone even though she can 
never really love him back. 

That’s kind of sad, but these

Crime Pays Off 


TELEVISION I With the Scott 
Peterson murder case still in pre- 
trial maneuvering, Dean Cain had 
to make a choice. 

Should he play the infamous 
Californian as being guilty or 
innocent of killing his pregnant 
wife, Laci, and their unborn child, 
Conner, in USA Network’s movie 
about the highly publicized case? 

“I had to play him innocent, 
although there are an awful lot 
of things he does that make him 
appear very guilty,” says Cain of 
his leading role in “The Perfect 
Husband: The Laci Peterson Story,” 
which premieres Friday at 8 p.m. 

Peterson has pleaded innocent 
to two counts of murder and his 
trial may finally start later this 
month in Redwood City, south of 
San Francisco, where it was moved 
because of extensive publicity in the 
couple’s Central Valley hometown 
of Modesto. If convicted, Peterson 
could face the death penalty. 

The movie covers only the peri- 
od from Laci Peterson’s disappear- 
ance on Christmas Eve 2002 to the 
arrest of her husband on April 18, 
2003. 

But during filming last 
November it became necessary to 
make some script adjustments as 
additional evidence came to light 
— most notably the revelation that 
Peterson had offered some jewel- 
ry to Amber Frey, the woman with 
whom he was having an affair. (Frey 
is played by Tracy Middendorf.) 

The film includes several com- 
posite characters, including two 
detectives and a couple named 
Tommy and Kate Vignatti (David

Cain said he tried to avoid being 
an exact mimic, except in the foot- 
age that recreates a notorious 
interview Peterson gave to Diane 
Sawyer on ABC’s “Good Morning 
America.” 

One mannerism Cain says he did 
aim for was the way Peterson “seems 
to sort of jut his bottom chin out, 
which gives him an appearance of 
being pompous and/or cocky. 

“He tends to be sort of stem look- 
ing and serious, but in a weird sort 
of spacy way.” Bridget byrne (ap)

LITIGATION I Federal authorities are 
expected to seek criminal charg- 
es against three employees of a 
Los Angeles film postproduction 
facility, alleging that they illegally 
copied movies such as “The Passion 
of the Christ” and “Kill Bill: Vol. 
1” that eventually ended up on the 
Internet. 

The federal criminal complaint 
comes after a monthslong FBI inves- 
tigation. 

Sources said the complaint 
alleges that three employees of 
Lightning Dubbs, which handles 
video and DVD duplication and 
Internet design for a Hollywood 
clientele, illegally copied prints of 
the movies. 

The three men were not accused 
of uploading material to the Internet

The Post’s FRANK AHRENS was online 
Thursday and discussed Comcast’s 
unsolicited proposal to merge with the 
Walt Disney Company. 


Disney’s chief executive Michael 
Eisner has taken a lot of heat. Why 
the tarnish on his golden-boy image? 

He tried to do some things that 
didn’t work — like build a Disney 
theme park in northern Virginia — 
and some of his properties, such as 
ABC, have been doing poorly. He is 
seen as a detail- oriented manager, 
so if the business does well, he gets 
the credit. But if it does poorly, the 
obverse is true. 

Why is this deal getting so much 
attention in the media? Has it been 
that long since we had a blockbust- 
er merger, or is it the Disney name 
that we all know and, urn, love? 

You’re right on a couple of levels. 
People in my office have told me 
their kids are worried that Disney 
World will change its name. The 
Disney name is magic to children 
and perhaps the best-known brand 
in the world. It’s got a very compel- 
ling personality — Michael Eisner 
— and an intriguing one emerging 
from the shadows — Comcast’s 
Brian Roberts, who may be the 
media king of the new century. It’s 
an extraordinarily audacious take- 
over. It comes at a time of height- 
ened public interest and concern 
about media consolidation. It’s got 
all the elements. 

Let’s say Disney somehow fends 
off the Comcast offer and any oth- 
ers that emerge. What’s next — will 
Eisner be forced out? 

I think people think he looks 
wobbly. If the Comcast deal is beat- 
en off, there’s sure to be another. 
He’s been there for 20 years; as one 
analyst said today, “No disrespect 
to Eisner, but sometimes regime 
change is a good thing.”
